Since Lococo died,[___——_—sithas experienced con- 
siderable difficulty in settling his estate because of a 
$225,000 creditor's claim against the estate, filed by 
Milwaukee attorney Joseph P. Balistrieri. He is the attorney 
son of Frank Peter Balistrieri, La Cosa Nostra boss in Milwaukee. 
The attorney claims this amount is owed him by the Lococo 
estate as. finder's fee for arranging the Teamsters loan used 
to construct the tuna boat. This matter was still in litigation 
in August, 1975. Knowledgeable sources report the attorney 
was attempting to recover the money for his father and that 
his father, Frank Peter Balistrieri, had been given ‘secret 
ownership in the boat by Lococo for arranging the Teamster 
loan.
